They, who are confcious of their Guilt, and appre. 
henfive that the Juftice of the Nation fhould take No- 
tice of their Thefts and Rapine, will try to give all 
Things a falfe Turn, and fill every Place with falfe 
Suggeitions fometimes they will accufe innocent Per- 
fons, that by putting the People on a wrong Scent, they 
may avoid the Purfuers, and fcape unpunifh’d. At o- 
ther Seafons they will boaft of the Number of their,Friends 
and Adherents, thinking to awe both the Court and Coun- 
try with an Opinion thattheir Party is too ftrong and too 
Powertul to be refifted. | 

And that the Knowledge of their Crimes may never 
reach the Princes Ear, they will endeavour, to engrofs 
Him to themfelves, by mifreprefenting all others not of 
their Cabal, either as difaffected to his Perfon or Ene- 
mies to kingly Government, ‘Thus they did heretofore. 
and though there were truly but two Parties in England, 
confifting of thofe who would promote Male Admini- 
_ ftration, becaufe they got by it, and thofe who defired

intoour Proceedings ad? out of Malice, becaufe of the great 
Thing we hawe done againf{ France; what if/uch a@ one get 
100,000 /. at once, did be not fave the Nation? If we 
are uled thus, what Encouragement will there be to ferve 
Princes ? All this tends to the Monarchy, invade 
the Prerogative, and to fet up a Doge of Venice. Yes, Sir, 
perhaps there may be added, @ad the Majority are of this 
Opinion. | 
By this Bearing and falfe Suggeftions, well-meaning Per- 
fons have been frighted from reaching at great Offenders, 
and even the beft Patriots, by feeing with what Zeal the 
{ma left Corruptions are defended, have been wearied in- 
to Silence ; and this has perfuaded fome of our Kings 
the Offenders were grown above Laws, or the People cor- 
fented to what they did not think fit to publifh; but wife 
Princes fee chroma this, They know an honeft and faith- 
full Minifter will be contented with moderate Favours ; 
that very oiten nothing but the ill Contrivance of the Aid 
belongs to thofe he employs, and that the Giits come 
from the tree Affections of the Subject; that Patterns to 
tule by areto be fought from good not from loofe Reigns ; 
that Infpections too remote produce nothing ; that a few 
may complain without Caufe, but that there is Occafion for 
Redrefs when the cry is univerfal ; that no Merit can 
give a Mana juft Title to rob the j ublick ; that even good 
Minifters are Thought no more on when they are out and 
certainly bad ones may retire without being muff ; that ab- 
folute Power is nota Plant that will grow in this Soil, and 
Statefinen who-have attempred to cultivate it here, have 
pulled on their own and their Viafter’s Ruin. A wife Prince 
does not care tofeecorrupt Officers fo earneft to fave one a- 
nother,for itis always at hisCoft; nor does he hke his Mini. 
fiers, when attacked, fhould be able to protect Themfelves 
in their Crimes by the Power of a{Faction; for they who 
are ttrong enough to bear down the Law, may prefame in 
Time to think they fubfift by their proper Strength, and ac 
daft ight his Authority.

And for thefe Reafons the 2blett and greateft Pertons ia 
the Nation, and fometimes whole Parties of Men. Haye 
refufed to meddle in the Employments and Bufinefs of 
the State. | 

But when thefe Errors may be corrected, whicha few 
commit at the Expence of the whole Kingdom; when 
“hings will bear a right Adminiftration ; when the Na- 
tion’s Money may be trugaily manag’d ; when Thefts upon 
the Publick may be look’d iato and punifhed ; when thofe 
Servants miay be call’d to an Account, who have broken 
their Truft, and their Oficces confented tothe Plunder af 
their Mafter ; when true Order is promoted ; when that 
Thrift can be fet on Foot which wili eafe the People of 
their Taxes ; when the pleafant Work of doing good is 
to be perform’d; and when they have not before their 
Eyes the frightful and heavy Task of fupporting ill Con- 
duct. all Per,ons will embrace the Government ; all Par- 
ties w.Jl chearfully come in, aud the beit Men will be mot

MY LORDS, 


TTOUR Lordfhips Order of Feb. the 21 ft Inftant hath 
been fignified to us by the Right Honourable the re 
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High Chancelivi, with reipect to which we do humbly 
fupmit to Your Lordthips, we have not, by our Pe. 
tition, ftated our felves Accufers of any Perion whatever, 
nor did we intend to do io; but thought it our Duty, to 
Jay before Your Lordfhips, by way of Petition, that fuch 
Methods and Practices were ufed towards Carrying on the 
laft Election of Sixteen Peers ior Scotdand, as appeared to 
us dangerous to the Conftitution and Independency of Parli- 
aments. ‘The Prefervation of our happy Conftitatuon, is 
what we have in View, without regard to any particular 
Perfons ; and we humbly conceived, thatany Matter which 
‘fo nearly concerns this Conftitution, or might appear to be 
an Incroachment upon it, was a proper Subject for Your 
Lordihips Contideration and Eoquiry, as a High Court of 
Parhament. “That, without itating our felves as Accufers, 
which is far trom our Intention, we conceive we. cannot 
take upon us to name particular Perfons, who may 
have been concerned in thofe illegal Practices; bue 
who thofe were, will undoubtedly appear to Your Lord- 
fhips; upon taking the proper Examinations ; and the Fa¢ts 
are what we humbly pray may be enquired into, whoever 
nay happen to be atkected by then. 

Nor can we, without acting as Evidences, comply with 
thofe Words of Your Lordthips Order, to give the Names 
oi the Perfous by whom fuch undue Methods and illegal 
Practices were ufed: But. wou’d we act both as Accufers 
and Witnefes, it is impoffible for us to inform Your Lord- 
fhips, who were the Perfons that, in the Courfe of this 
Examination, and from the Teftimony of future Evidences, 
may appear to have been concerned in the abovementioned

Wealfo humbly fubmit to Your Lordthips, That we may 
have certain and true Information of undue Methods and 
legal Practices, that have been vfed towards engaging 
Peers to vote fora Lift; and yet that our imjormers may 
not have thought proper to name the Perfons by whom 
fuch undue Methods and illegall Practices were ufed ; or 
may be unwilling to do fo, until they are brought upon 
their Examination. 

And, with refpect to the laying before Your Lordfhips 
the particular Inftances 0, the undue Methods and illegal 
Practices mentioned in our Petition,,we humbly fubmit to 
Your Lordhhips, if an Examination of this kind ought 
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confined to particular Inftances, fince from the Nature of

That, on the Day o, Election, a Battalion of His Ma 
jefty’s Forces were drawn up in the Abbey-Court at Edin-

1. Becaufe it was agreed in the ]»ehate conformable to 
the Rules of Reafon, That no I[mpoffiulity was required 
from the Lords Petitioners; and tho’ we allow that they 
have not literally complied with the Order; yet we think 
the Affertion in their Anfwer, that it is impoflible for 
them to inform the Houfe who are the Perfons, that in 
the Courfe of the Examination, and from the Teftimony 


ot fature Evidences may appear to have been concerned, 
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was fufficient to fatisty the Houle, that they have not - 
wilfully difobeyed the Order. oe 

Aud from the Nature of Things, We conceive it jm. 
practicable tor the Lords Petitioners to name all the Per- 
fons, who may be concerned in thofe ulegal Proceedings ; 
for altho’ the Offers of Piaces, Penfions, and other Gra- 
tuities, muft be prefumed to come from Perfons in 
Power ; yet fuch Offers may reaionably be fuppofed to 
be conveyed by Uncer agents; and we muft alfo obferve, 
That if thofe Under-agents fhould be publickly named 
before Examination, they may either be prevailed upon 
to 2bfcond, or to take the whole upon themfe!lves, to 
streen Offenders of higher Rank. 

We muft further declare, it is our Opinion, that fach 
corrupt and dark Defigns as are fpecified in the Anfwer, 
may have been carried on with that Secrecy and Dexierity, 
that altho’ a moral Certainty may appear cf their 
having been executed, the Perfons concerned in the 
Execution may never be difcovered ; yet this good Ef- 
ect might have arilen from the Enquiry, that the Ligifla- 
ture would have found means to prevent fuch pernicious 
Practices for the. future, and even in that Cafe, the Lords 
u Petitioners, by bringing this Affair before the Houfe, 
Pee would have Gone a real Service to the Peerage of Scet-

he 2. Becaufe we can no ways conceive, That the going 
em on upon this Examination, without having the Names of 
ES the Perfons produced, could be attended with any pofii- 
Injuftice to, or Harcihip upon, thofe who might after- 


wards be named by the Evidence ; on the contrary, we 
are perfuaded, that fuch Perfons would have an Advan- 
tage which could not happen in any other Courfe of Pro- 
eeding, the whole Matter of the Accufation would lye 
Open to them, the Witneffes againft them would be 
known, who could not afterwards be fuffered to very 
from their Teftimony, and the Houfe would in Juftice 
allow, fuch Perfons a fu!l] Time to anfwer the Accufation, 
and to bring up Wirtneffes Gf necefary) to prove their 
Innocence.

4. Becaufe the Matters fpecified in the Anfwer are of 
f.ch a Nature, as feem only proper to be examined in 
this Houfe; and hadthe Lords Petitioners fought a Reme- 
dy any whereelfe, they might have been juftly cenfur‘d : 
We apprehend therefore, that the pinning them down to 
the precife Words of the Order, may be attended with 
this fatal Confequence, That all Parliamentary Enguiries 
may be rendered much more difficult hereafter. which 
may probably giye foch Encouragement to corrupt Mi- 
nifters, that they may be prompted to make the moft 
dangerous Attempts upon the Conftirution, and hope to 
come of with Impuinity: Such Apprehenfions naturally 
fugseft the melancholly Reflections, that our Pofterity 
may fee the Time when fome oi thofe Lords who fit 
upon a more precarious Foot, than the reft of the Houfe, 
haying, thro’ Motives of Virtue and Honour. oppofed 
the evil Defigns of fome future Minifter, for chat, and 
that alone, may !e. excluded at an enfuing Election ;

if IT may be allowed the Expreilion, not from the 
will but the Reafon of the Prince: This was the Man: er. 
wherein all Suits, whether Civil or Criminal, were deter- 
mined in Arhens before the Time of Thefeus. He; amor 
other Reftrictions of the Royal Prerogative, Riccuittel 
this Right of judging without Rule a:.d-without Conrrovl.” 
He introduced a tew gencral Laws, according to which he 
bound himfell and his Succeffors to adminifter Juftice. The 
Archons and other Magiftrates, had gone on in the fi2me 
Track with their Predeceffors, without meetingeither with 
Contradiction or Repining, till the People obferving how 
far, when everted, their Power would FO, expretled a 
neral }ifaffection on this Head, intimating that the Wills 
and affections of Men were variable, and very frequently 
liable to be biafled ; wherefore it was not fit that Right and 
Wrong fhouid depend longer on thefe Decifions ; or that 
the People in general fhouldnot he exactly acquainted wit: 
what they might, or what they might not do; and allo 
with what Penalty each Offence fhould be attended. It 13 
an eafy Matter to array the Difcontents of a Nation in 
Words which may render them plaufibie, and feem to 
point out the Neceflity of giving Redrefs ; but frequently 
thefe Remedies have terrible Filecis, and very juftly railé 
thofe Pafilons they were applied to appeafe. It happens fo 
here; one Draco was entrufted with an unlimited Power 
of framing Laws for Athens: Whether it was that being r-- 
gidly Virtuous himfeli, he had conceived a furious Hatred 
againft vicious People; or whether the Difpofition which 
then reigned, made him conclude, that nothing lefs than 
the Severity with which he treated Offenders, abfolutely 
neceflary ; ‘o it was that a Gallows was fet up at the End 
of every Prohibition in his Code; and he that ftole a Cabbage, 
was as fure to pay for it with his Blood, as he who butchered 
hus Father, or pluadered a Cemple, 
| 


LiL Nations were at firftt governed by Laws, refulting 
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In thirty Years from Draco’s fettiing this extraOrdinary 
Body of Laws, the People of Athens jell into the greatei 
Contufions ; the Citizens, ftrictly fo called, that is, thofe 

who inhabited withia Afheas, and were continually near the 
Piice where the ‘ ublick Aff-mblies were held, inclined to 
mold the State into a perfect Democracy : Thof2 who had 
FKitates in Land, dnd Were more at their Kafe, were like. 
wife :ffatisned withthe prefent Condition of Things, aimed 
at introducing an Oligarchy, while the Traders imagining 
that ei¢ner oi thefe Changes could do them no good, fo tar 
interpofed as to balance the Power of each Party, fo that 
Neither couid do more than clamour againit the other. In 
the meaa time, the Rich extorting exceflive Intereft from 
the Poor. and oftentimes feizing on their Bodies, and mak- 
ing them Slaves on default of Payment : “The latter grew 
Seditious, and in fhort, Feuds, jealoufies, and De‘tractions, 
fo broke the Spirits of thefe Men, who were tormerly fo 
fond of .iberty, that’they voluntarily offered the Sovereignty 
to So/om, it he woald have taken it upon him, in hopes that 
his Wiftom would difcover fome Method for rectifying 
thefe Diforders, and for reftoring Satety and Peace. ‘Che 
Virtue of this Citizen faved the Athexizas trom falling un- 
der even arbitrary. Power ; for he retufed to become their 
Peince, tho’ he undertook to reform the State, under the 
ordinary Title of Magiftracy, vis. that of Archon; but 
how far the Fears of fome, and the Woes of others would 
have led them, ‘in cafe So/on had been inclined to have taken 
‘tais Advantage, is rendered manifeit, by the Powers which 
Plutarch tells us were velted in him on this Occafion: 
They remitted to him the Choice ot Magiftrates, Affem- 
blies, Courts, Senates, giving him Authorityto appoint the 
Number, Times of Meeting, and what Eftat- they thould 
have, that could be capable of being admitted to them ; @l- 
lowing him alfo to diffolve or continue any oi the prefent 
Conftitutions, according as he fhould think fit. Thus the 
Dread of Tyranny and Oppreffion led the Athearans to pull 
down Monarchy. and to devife various Forms of Govern- 
ment to avert thefe Evils, which in Spite of all their Care, 
were actually introcu ed by thefe Mutatioas; nor could thefe 
Theonyeniencies be remedied by any of their [nventions, u1- 
til they had recourfe to their old Mode of Rule, and tet sp 
at leaft, pro Interim, a Prince. We thall fee how fuccets- 


fully he managed. | 
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So/om, endeavoured as far as was pofiible, to compofe ai 
their Diiierences, to eafe their Grievances, and give «ll 


-yeafonable Perfons Sati-faction: In order tothis, he divided 


the whole People into four Ranks or Clarfes, the firit were 
fuch as had five hundred Medims of Liguid and dry Com. 
modities, the Second were the Horfemen, or fuch as were 
fuppofed to be worth two hundred Medims, the Third . 
contitted of fuch as had two hundred only, and were called 
Zengtias ; in the laft he placed the ref of the People, who 
had the Apellation of Zéctes ; but thefe he allowed not to 
be capable of bearing any Office in the Government, only 
gave them Liherty to give their Votes in publick Affemiiies, 
which tho’ at firft it appeared inconfiderable, was aiter- 
wards found to bea very important Privilege ; for it being 

ermitted any Man atter the Determination of the Magi- 
ftrates, to make an Appeal tothe People ia their Affembly; 
it thereby came to pats, that Caufes of the greate-? Weight 
and Moment were brought before them: ‘udthus he con- 
tinued the Power of Magiftracy in the Hands of the rich 
Man ; and yet neither expofed the inferior Peoole to their 
Cruelty and Oppretiion, nor wholly excluded them trom 
any Share in the Government. Thus the Commonwealth 
ot Athens had once more a certain Form, and Things had 
the Appearance at leaft, of being perfectly fetried. How- » 
ever, this was but of tranfitory Continuance. 

The Commotions which had ditturb’d the Athenians, 
were only fiifled for a while, the common Sort repinining 
becaufe Sc/om had not eftablifh’d a thorough Democracy, 
which was what they expected ; and the Perfons of Rank 
and Fortune, complaining, that, in the Regulation which 
he had made, he had allowed the People too much; the 
Confequence of this was, that Factions broke out again 
with more fury than ever, and Piffratus, a Perfon ot 
enormous Am®ition, but otherwife of great Qualities, took 
Pains to heighten thefe Feuds, and to encourage under- 
hand both Parties. At laft, bya Stratagem too well known 
to be repeated, he procured a Decree of the People of 
Athens, whereby Guards were affigned him for his De- 
fence. Afterwards he made ufe of thefe Guards to feiz? 
the Citadel, and toenflave the People, or rather, more pro- 
perly {peaking, to poffefs himfelf of the fupream Authority ; 
for he did not tyrannize over his Fellow-Citizens fo much 
in Fact asin Name; for he governed mildiy, tho’ he _— 
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ed the Principality ilegally ; and notwithftanding Se/on, 
who was his Relation, had perfonally oppofed him, yethe 
treated him with great Refpect, and cauied his Laws to be 
reverenced and maintained After this Pif#rarus lived 
thirty Years. feyenteen of which he was in Poffetlion of the 
Principality of Athens ; but the State continued allthat Time 
-unfettled, and in continual Stirs, the City Party or the 
Patriors fometimes prevailing again{t him, and driving him 
out; fometimes again being worfted by him, they were 
forced to fubmit to Fortune, and to fuffer him to return in 
Triumph. 

His Sons, Hiipparchus and Hippias, fucceeded him in his 
Power. Theformer of thefe was flain by Arifogitea ; and 
the latter was, three or four Years after, compelled, by 
Clifhenes, to relinguifh his Government, and to fecure his 
Perfon by a difhonourable Flight. Being thus exiled his 
Country, he retired into Perfi2, where he lived many Years, 
earneftly folliciting the great King Darius to undertake 


fomewhat againft Greece, and in particular againit Athen, 


which at laft he affected. | 
As I am neither writing the Hiftory of Greece, nor even 


the Hiftory of Athens, farther than what relates to the 
Changes its Government underwent, fo it cannot be expect- 
ed; that I fhould enter into the Detail of this War. One 
Thing however is proper for me to obferve, that as the 
Athenians had Recourle to So/on to fettle their Civil Affairs ; 
fo now, when they were threatened by the whole Power 
(Ol Affa, ATiltiades was their whole Refource ; it was he 
who undertook to make Head againft the Perfians, and by 
the Battle at Marathon, fixed the Liberties, and raifed the 
Reputation of Athens to a Height, which the true Friends 
of their Country would haye refed fatisfied, if it never had 


furpaffed.

Parliament, carrying with it this Notion, “Phat thote who 
ferve the Government are difgualified for ferving their 
Country, hath induced me to review the Difcourfes which [ 
have publithed upon the Contiitution. — 
The Advocates: for Power and Prerogative have always 
talked indeed, and acted too, (when in Power) as tho’ we 
could never be fate nor happy til] all Power was in the Kiie, 
and the Advocates for Liberty (or fome oftthein at leait) 
have talked and acted as tho’ we could never be fafe nor 
happy till all Powers were in the People. Both are 
mittaken. FT would keep the Mean; andbe as much againtt 
the Excefles of the Verses on one hand, as againft the Ex- 
celles of fome Jif*igs on t’other: For, all Power in the 
King would be the Tyranny of one Man, as al! Power in the 
Feop!e would be the Tyranny of Thoufancs of Men. 
‘There’s no other Diflereace. I am therefore for the Con- 
fiitution as it is at prefent; in which (as the Author otf Tbe 
Diferietion on Partics wifely fays) the Three Confrseent 
“6 Peovers o, the Legiflature are cffentia! Parts of the fame 
SyfFem, mmtimately yoin'd and cc-operating, ain: and 
“ upon, limiting and dimited, contronling and conirculed,

Had we 
gone further, as the Republicans of thofe Days defired, we 
thould have weaken’d, inftead of ftrengthen’d, the Security

arliament; which would then have poffefs’d, not a ~

The Fortrefs of Mount Pbiip, having been furioufly 
batter’d with a great Fire from the Spani/h Batteries, the 
Germans difplay’d the white Colours on the rsth pait, 
but the Governor demanding to march out with all mili- 
tary Honours, and to have the Garrifon conducted 
to Mantuz, was aniwer’d, that no other Conditions 
would be granted, than to furrender with the whole Gar- 
rifon, Pri:oners of War. | 

The Court of Rome have not yet difpatch’d to his Ce- 
tholick Majefty the Lift of the Prelates to fucceed to the 
Nunciature of Spain, becaufe that. Office remains now 
fufpended, till his Holinefs fhall think fit to acknowledge 
Don Carles as King of both the Sycs/res. The fame Diflt- 
culty prevents the new Cardinal Spinelle from taking 
Poffefion of the Archbifhoprick of Naples, to which he 
has been nominated by the Pope ; Don Carlos retufing him 
Leave to enter upon it, on the fame Account. 

Four hundred of the brave Corficans, who have revolt 


ed, under the Command of Fohn pone de Caffineto, Si- 


mon Fabiani, and Fuliani, went lately into the Country of 
Volmeto, to feize fome Arms in that Province, belonging 
to the Republick of Genoa ; and finding that the Peatant 

had given them up to the Commandant of the Fortrefs of 
Firenza, they burnt four Houfes of the principal People, 
who were for preferving the Country in dojedtion to the 
Geaoefe : In retura’ng by the Province of Barbaggio, they 
burnt likewife a Houfe, belonging to one of the Chiets ol 
the Contrary Faction. After this Expedition, they 
vided the Body into three feveral Detachments, two a . 
which it is mot yet known whither they were feat; but 
the third, confifting of but Go Men, under the aforefaid 
Fobn Fames de Caffineto, advanced to the Province © 
Beguglia, where he halted to repofe himfeif that Night ; 
but the next Morning, he was unexpectedly furprized by 
a Party of 1800 Genor/, (including 300 Corfcans, who 
were in their Intereft} commanded by Colonel Lov; and 
Major Marchelii, who, at tarft, eblig’d the Revolters

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retire; but in retreating, they pofted themfelves in Places 
fortity’d advoatagioufly by Nature, whence making a con- 
fiderable Fire for two Hours, they put the Geacefe to 
flight, killing 46, and wounding feveral. others among 
whom the Lieutent of Cortinc/f, and the Lieutenant of 
Captain Bafora, and Captain faxche/Chi, with 30 of his 
Soldiers were made Prifoners. This was not al! the
